France Closes Money Market to Turkey 
Because tiermnuy Secured 
Contract For Guns.

Constantinople, Feb. 8.J Germany’s 
victory in capturing the contract for the 
rearmament of the Turkish Artillery 
threatens to result in n serious disturb¬ 
ance to Franco Turkish political rela¬ 
tions. The French ambassador, M. Con¬ 
stant, proposes to leave Constantinople 
shortly for Paris in order to consult with 
Foreign Minister Dclcasse. In the mean¬ 
while the ambassador has iuformed the 
Turkish government that the French 
market is closed to any fresh Turkish 
loan. 

Tewflk Pasha, the foreign minister, 
made a compromise in the n'attf^,*offer¬ 
ing to settle the Syrian railroad Question 
in a matter satisfactory to the appel¬ 
lants and to make military equipment 
to the amount of 2,700,000 In francs. 
The ambassador, however, deuuultled the 
expenditure of $0,000,000, being one- 
third of the value of the new arnuimeut 
with the French gun factories and the 
complete satisfaction of the French de¬ 
mands regarding the railroads. These 
terms the ambassador declared i to be 
final, and having not received a reply 
February Oth, the ambassador informed 
the Turkish government that he refused 
to continue the negotiations, adding that 
the French market wae closed to Turkish 
loans.

I ts conceded to be the best halibut ground* 
on the Pacific. The same fish is caught 
in many other places, notably off Capo 
Flattery, buf in no other part are they 
obtained in such great quantities as in 
the water mentioned. It is also well 
known that up till the present American 
vessels have been making big hauls in 
this territory, and as the best catches 
are made within the Canadian limits it 
has time and again been reported that 
these vessels have exceeded their pri¬ 
vileges and come within the coast zone.

This is an American enterprise 
operated through Canadian channels. 
With the Atlantic Fishing Company 
they are said to control the Boston 
markets, which in turn feed the other big 
markets of the Eastern States. To com¬ 
pete against either in ita own particular 
sphere is considered next to impossible. 

“Some years ago when the Thistle was 
operated,” said a Victorian this morn¬ 
ing. “we lost $10,000 in attempting to do 
so.

Feb. 8.—The Privy Council 
rendered it* decision this morning in the 
Green-Gajvior case in favor of the Am¬ 
erican government.

13th, 1902, and roderod the respondent* 
to pay the costa of the appeal. 

The council's decision caustically 
criticise* the action of Justice Caron in 
releasing Greene and Gajroor.&nd Caron** 
"extraordinary intervention,*’ and adds: 
“Where a prisoner is brought before a 
competent tribunal, charged with an ex-^ 
tnaditahle offence, and is remanded for 
the express purpose of affording the 
prosecution an opportunity of bringing 
forward evidence whereby the accusation 
is supported, if in such a esse upon such 
a write of habeas corpus, a learned 
judge treats a remand warrant as a nul¬ 
lity. and proceeds to adjudicate the case 
as though the whole evidence was before 
him, it would puralyze the administra¬ 
tion of justice and render it impossible 
for proceedings in extradition to be ef¬ 
fective.” 

The decision simply revises Judge 
Caron’s judgment, and lea v<f Greene aud 
Gaynor under remand as before he in¬ 
tervened.

As procurator-general lie 
had a i>osition iutlcpemloot of and in 
some respect even superior to that of tlie j 
governor-general, and he also was the 
lender of Che old Fenouran party, the in¬ 
fluence of which la no longer dominant 
in the Diet, though it is still preponder¬ 
ant in the Senate. It was a matter of 
surprise familiar with the Finnish situa¬ 
tion Chat Eugene Sfltainnann directed his 
revolver at Governor-General Bohrikoff, 
of Finlatftl, (who was shot June lGth last 
and died the following morning) instead 
of at Soininen, and tlie latter had long 
expected to meet a violent death.

Many important improvements to Vic¬ 
toria’s educational system are promised 
during the present year. The programme 
contemplated by the school ‘board em¬ 
braces a number of radical changes, and, 
if all are carried through, they should 
prufco a stride in the right direction. Ho- 
aides submitting a by-law for the bor¬ 
rowing of $30,000 for a new school in 
Victoria West an effort will be made by 
Chairman Boggs to devise some scheme 
for relieving the overcrowded condition 
of the Oakland**, Spring Ridge and North 
Ward schools. It is probable also that 
the advisability of extending the time 
allowed at noon to an hour and a half, 
the lost time to be made up In tho after¬ 
noon. will bo considered. Then there is 
the proposal of Trustee Huggett provid¬ 
ing for three optional courses dn the 
High school, namely, commercial, 
science and art*. Should the majority 
of the board decide that the time is ripe 
for such an alteration of the curriculum 
the .suggestion will be adopted. 

Apart from the proposed Victoria West 
school, a full description of which ha* 
already appeared in these columns, the 
question of relieving the congested con¬ 
dition of the schools in other sections la 
the most’ important. Everything consid¬ 
ered it is hardly probable that the sub¬ 
ject can be effectively dealt with thia 
term. Tho trustees intend giving it seri¬ 
ous consideration and, although there 
will not_be sufficient financial resources 
available to take immediate steps to¬ 
wards a eolation of the problem, it is pos¬ 
sible that the preliminaries will be 
arranged and the opinion of the electors 
obtained in the usual way at the next 
election. 

Already Chairman Boggs has given 
the question considerable thought and 
outlines a plan which, in his opinion, will 
meet the requirements. He

Was President of Bank Which Made 
Loans to Mr*. Cassic I.. Chadwick. 


OBerlin, Ohio, Feb. 6.—C. K. Beck¬ 
with, president of the defunct Citizens’ 
National Bank, of this city, died at 10.45 
o’clock to-night, after two days of uncon* 
sdlousnesa, during which death was ex¬ 
pected at any moment. Only the family 
surrounded the deathbed of the bauker. 

Mr. Beckwith was about 05 years old. 
On December 14th last the federal grand I 
jury in Cleveland returned five Jndict- 1 
ments against Beckwith upon the charge ' 
of violating the national hanking laws 
in connection with the loans made to 
Mrs. Cassrie L. Chadwick by the Citizens’ 
National Bank, of Oberlin, of which de¬ 
ceased was the president. From the day 
of his arrest Mr. Beckwith's health rap¬ 
idly failed os a result of worry over his 
troubles. He frequently declared during 
Vila illness that he wfinted to die. For 
several days prior to his death he re¬ 
fused to take fy>d in any form. Death 
resulted directly from heart trouble. 

The death of President Beckwith inoy‘ 
materially weaken the case* of forgery 
and conspiracy to misappropriate bank 
funds now charged against Mrs. Chad¬ 
wick. 

- Boston, Feb. 5.—It is stated on good 
authority to-night that if the litigation 
against Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick should 
fail, owing to the death of C. K. Beck¬ 
with, president of the defunct Citizens’ 
National Bank, of Oberlin, O., proceed¬ 
ings against her would be immediately 
instituted in this state. 

The suit brought here would be in con¬ 
junction with an alleged loan made to' 
Mr*. Chadwick by Herbert D. Newton, 
of Brookline, Mass.

The enteatq^cordiale that 
has been established between John Bull 
and Uncle Sam, we protest, promises to 
extend far beyond the bounds of ordinary 
cordiality. It does not seem to have oc¬ 
curred to our revered paternal relative 
that we may have any objections to so 
convenient an arrangement, nor is there 
any indication of misgivings lest the bond 
given so lightly should in the natural 
course of human events develop into a 
covenant that could not bo broken with 
impunity. A new president is elected in 
the United States every four years. Each 
individual incumbent enters upon bis 
offleo with individual ideas as to the re¬ 
sponsibilities of the position. If tho pro¬ 
tectorate of the United States over the 
whole of the American continent is to 
be recognised tentatively for the time be¬ 
ing. the* day is not far distant when what 
is granted’ as a matter of convenience 
will bo claimed ns an inalienable right. 
The Canadian man of affairs has thor¬ 
oughly learned- the lessons taught by his¬ 
tory and no leas thoroughly comprehends 
the aspirations of hie neighbors. Am¬ 
ericans assume that the forces of conti¬ 
nental gravity cannot ho resisted for any 
great length of time, and that the natural 
course of political evolution must pro¬ 
duce a continent over which but one ling 
shall float. Possibly tho British states¬ 
man is as fully conversant with the facts 
of history and with the hopes of his dear 
allies as we are. Possibly also lie does 
not care particularly how soon the In¬ 
evitable shall be brought about. Fur¬ 
thermore he may assume that Canadians 
have no patriotic feelings worthy of con¬ 
sideration. Nevertheless, if the facts 
are as stated, a situation has been creat¬ 
ed worth of “our most serious consider¬ 
ation.”

Her husband was to meet her st the Isa¬ 
bella street house at 10 o'clock, but when 
he failed to keep the appointmenu»hc start¬ 
ed for her home with her purchases, In¬ 
tending to return for the child. 

After leaving the street car near her 
home she was seen talking to a tall man 
wearing a high hat and a long overboat, a 
few moment* later she was evidently drag¬ 
ged, Into Creighton aHey. where she was 
heard to exclaim: “Oh, don't: I'll do any¬ 
thing you say." « 

When the body. wa* fttocovered K was 
found that the woman had bee® choked to 
death, and trace* in the snow dfeowsd that 
she had been dragged twelve feet along 
the alley to the yard gate and thrown in¬ 
side.
